WASHINGTON-—President Taft’s tar- 
iff board secured the promise of another 
year from the Senate Tuesday.

ORE and more it is impressed upon 
me what we gain by our clubs and 
federations, writes Helen M. Winslow in 
the Delineator. Mrs. Sarah Platt Decker 


put it concisely when she said: 

“To the conservative woman, federa- 
tion brings the gradual breadth of mind; 
to the radical woman it brings the knowl- 
edge of the individual point of view, the 
best lesson ever learned; to the lonely 
woman it brings friends and fellowship; 
to the unhappy, useful work and forget- 
fulness of self; to the rich woman it has 
brought knowledge of the obligations en- 
tailed by her possessions; to the poor it 
has brought genuine help and uplift in 
multitudes of cases.” 

Let us balance our gains and losses in 
considering the influence of the woman’s 
club.

We 
have gained to some extent knowledge 
of business affairs. 

We are gaining the idea that mere be- 
longings are not the whole of the home,

VEAL BIRDS 

Take two pounds of veal chops, one 
bunch of parsley, two ounces bacon, one 
half onion, one half cupful bread crumbs, 
one saitspoonful salt, one fourth salt- 
spoonful paprika. Cut the veal in three- 
inch squares. Put bones in soup kettle. 
Pound each piece out flat, place on top 
a strip of thin bacon three inches long 
and a half inch wide, a spray of parsley 
and a teaspoonful of bread crumbs. 
Sprinkle with salt, paprika and add a 
few drops of onion juice. Roll the veal 
tightly and skewer in place with metal 
skewers. Brown in hot fat and place in 
casserole, With the fat in which the 
birds have been browned, make a thin 
brown’ sauce and add to the casserole, 
covering the birds. Bake till tender. 
When ready to serve arrange the birds 
on the platter, remove the skewers, cover 
with brown sauce and garnish with sprigs 
of parsley. 

PANNED TOMATOES 

To pan tomatoes cut the tomatoes into 
halves, place them in a baking pan skin 
side down, sprinkle lightly with salt and 
pepper and put in the center of each a 
tiny~bit of butter. Bake slowly until 
soft. Take up and add to the liquor in 
the pan one pint of milk. Moisten two 
level tablespoonfuls of flour with a little 
cold milk, add it to the pan and stir 
constantly until boiling. Add a teaspoon- 
ful of salt, a dash of pepper and pour it 


over the tomatoes, Garnish with squares 
of toast and serve.—Philadephia Times,

VERY --housewife should have a good 

collection of brushes, of all sorts and 
sizes — three long-handed sweeping- 
brushes, two hard bristle and one soft. 
This plan prevents the same hard brush 
being used for outdoor and indoor sweep- 
ing. It is well, too, to have a hard and 
soft short-handled sweeping-brush for 
sweeping out corners of rooms and pas- 
sages. 

Special furniture brushes of a particu- 
larly useful order have just been put on 
the market. They have a flat, broad 
brush at one end for general furniture 
brushing, while at the othér end is a 
long-pointed brush, which is splendid for 
pushing into awkward corners of uphol- 
stery. 

A set of blacklead brushes is, under 
present housing arrangements, absolute- 
ly necessary. In respect to the cooking 
stove it is wise to have a special brush 
for cleaning it. 

Where there is a lot of plate or silver 
stiff brushes must be kept for cleaning 
it, a couple at least, one for applying the 
powder and one for polishing the metal. 


| Brushes for. this purpose should be ob- 


tained from a jeweler. 


Anyway, two brushes will be required 
for using to clean china and glass. For 
the former get a glorified taothbrush, a 
long- -handled_ brush fitted with a narrow, 
long set of strong bristles. The bristles 
must be strong to get the dirt out of 
anything like elaborate china, but they 
must on no account be scratchy. A 
round, ball-shaped brush is best for 
keeping to clean glass with, a brush 
with soft, satiny bristles which will not 
hurt any sort of glass. If half a dozen 
various-sized bottle brushes are kept on 
hand much trouble will be saved when 
bottles require cleaning. These brushes 
are quite invaluable for cleaning out all 
sorts: of bottles, from large decanter to 


tiny cruet bottles. They can also be 
used for cleaning flower vases 
have become water stained. 

Keep a couple of scrubbing brushes, | 
one for general use and the other 
any more delicate scrubbing which may 
arise. However well cleansed, the gen- 
eral scrubbing brush retains a certain 
amount of grime, and it is not wise to 
use it haphazard for any “particular” 
scrubbing. 

All housewives should get a brush for 
cleaning the bathroom radiator—a long 
thin brush with a curved handle. Special] 
brushes can be got for this purpose, very 
much resembling certain varieties of 
crumb brushes. 

Generally speaking, dusting is done 
much better with a brush than a duster 
—and with much less trouble also, says 
the Washington Herald. Feather 
brushes are quite good for most dust- 
ing purposes, but better still are the 
soft-bristled painters’ brushes, though 
the latter are rather costly to buy. 

A wire brush for cleaning sinks and 
gratings and a small very hard brush 
for scrubbing potatoes before peeling 
will also be found immense boons. A 
little searching will reveal other brush 
uses—dependent to some extent natur- 
ally upon the house. 


WAY TO SAVE GAS 


One hot day I was going to iron and 
boil my dinner on a two-burner gas 
plate when I found one burner was 
clogged. The idea struck me to set 
my stewer on top of the two flat irons 
and let it boil.

ASTERN Massachusetts is so 
beautiful and so full of interest- 
ing things that it is possible to 
take a delightful and profitable 
vacation trip without going far from 
home; in fact, without leaving home at 
all, except for a few hours at a time. 
By dividing it up into Saturday after- 
noons. and evenings one may enjoy a 
whole summer of outings and do them 
more comfortably and more pleasantly 
than if an effort were made to crowd 
everything into a few weeks, for the 
trips may be taken leisurely, and in be- 
tween times there are all those home 
comforts that are sought for usually 
in vain at a summer resort. 
. To the one who loves scenery, history, 
literature and romance, Massachusetts 
offers a more inviting field, perhaps, than 
any other state in the country, with 
the possible exception of Virginia, and 
there the places are not so easily ac- 
cessible even to the residents, Massa-. 
chusetts affords, also, all that the pleas- 
ure-s@eker can ‘ask-—boating, 
tramping, the sea, the woods and the 
hills, with all the side attractions. The 
surprising thing about it is that the 
residents of this old Bay state do not 
seem to half appreciate it, while tour- 
ists pour in by the trainload from dis- 
tant parts of the country to enjoy 
what inhabitants of the Hub may not 
notice at their doors. The sea affords 
the ideal trip for warm weather. Every- 
body knows of the short harbor trips, 
but few know how to vary them so as 
to make an entirely new and refresh- 
ing outing for a. summer’s afternoon. 


- One of the pleasantest of these trips 


begins, as a commion starting point, at 
the Dudley terminal. Not everybody in 
Boston has seen the Dudley~ terminal, 
though all have heard about it; and 
it is a sight in itself, with its tiers 
of car tracks and labyrinthine ways. 
At this terminal transfer is made to a 
Neponset car and at Neponset bridge 
another change to a Nantasket beach 
car.

At Hingham is the Ship church, with 
pyramidical roof and belfry, dat ng 
from 1679, reputed to be th- oldest ex- 
isting meeting house inthe country, and 
the quaintest. Here also is the seaside 
home of John D. Long, formerly Gover- 


nor, congressman and secretary of the 
avy. 

The ride from there to Nantasket 
beach is one of. great beauty, showing 
frequent stretches of the sea, blue, gray, 
green or black, according to the day, at 
times smooth as a polished’ floor and 
again tossing in huge waves. 

As much time'as is wished may be 
spent at Nantasket enjoying its beach 
or the many amusements that have been 
placed there for the entertainment of 
visitors. The return trip can be made 
byboat, a quiet and restful ending to 
the eventful day. Up through the beau- 
tiful harbor the boat comes, a harbor 
at sunset all about transformed by the 
glory of rose and gold,.ac night spark- 
ling with the harbor lights and at timés 
beautified with the silver of the moon. 
Arrived in Boston the subways and ele- 
vated railway make home not far away. 

This entire trip has taken only a few 
hours, but so much has been seen and 
enjoyed that it might have been a 
month, while the round trip from home 
to home again costs but the small sum 
of 55 cents. From Dudley street the 
trip to Nantasket can be made in one 
hour and 50 mirutes and costs only 25 
cents.

Open Support Adherents of 
Mohamed Ali Get From 
St. Petersburg and Past 
Events Are - Significant 


PROMISES IGNORED 


The writer of the following 
article from the European bureau 
of the Monitor, takes occasion to 
differ with Sir Edward Grey's 
recent statement 1 regard to the 
Anglo-Russian cntente and its 
connection with the Persian situ- 
ation, and to outline what he 
judges to be the real meaning of 
recent developments in connec- 
tion with the country whose 
future is the subject of werld- 
wide speculation. 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LONDON—It cannot be pretended that 
the statement recently made by Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, in the House of Commons, on 
the subject of Persia, was pz ticularly 
reassuring. 

A famous German publicist has de- 
Jared, with every show of justice, that 
such a hand-to-mouth policy is not in 
accordance with the traditions of the 
British foreign office, and it must frankly 
be admitted that Sir Edward’s apologia 
came perilously neay to this—al-is by 
no means for the best in Persia, but 
if it had not béen for the entente, things 
might have been much worse—a state- 
ment from which a vast number of judges 
take. leave to differ. In the opinion of 
these, the support of Downing street is 
one of the things which have helped to 
set the government of the Tzar on its 
legs, after the debacle of Port Arthur. 
In these circumstances} we, give in the 
followimg ‘article what We. have every 
reason to believe is the true condition of 
affairs at present existing in Persia. 

Although during recent week but lit- 
tle has appeared in the press with re- 
spect to affairs in Persia, much has beén 
going on. The situation, especially as 


regards the policy of Russia, might best. 


be summarized by describing the atti- 
tude adopted by that country as a pa- 
cific penetration of northern Persia. It 
will be remembered that, when the for- 


mer Shah left Persia after’ his unsuc- } 


cessful endeavor to reoccupy the throne 
Russia promised to assisé the Persian 
government in restoring order and de- 
veloping the country. Nothing, how- 
ever, has been done, and it might be said 
that, instead of assisting Persia, the Rus- 
sian government has favored the former 
Shah by advising the Mejliss to grant 
him a new pension. To this the Persian 
government assented, hoping by so do- 
ing to pacify Russia. As usual, how- 
ever, no steps Were taken to fulfil the 
promises so freely given by the govern- 


ment of the Tzar, and the Russian. troops | 


which were sent to Nortl.ern Persia. and 
quartered at such places at Tabriz, Re- 
shed and Meéeshed during the disturb- 
ances of a year ago still remain. Even 
more important than the presence of 
these troops, of which there are now be- 
twecn 10,000 and 12,000 in the country, 
is the evident desire of the Russian au- 
thorities to support the followers of the 
former Shah and to establish a reac- 
tionary government. It is clearly with 
this object in view that reactionary gov- 
ernors have been appointed, under pres- 
sure from Russia, and that these gover- 
nors, in turn, have appointed officials 
who are partizans of the former Shah, 
and therefore in favor of the reactién- 
ary party. 


Wonder Among Persians ’ 
The question asked by every intelli- 
gent Persian is, how can the government 


in St. Petersburg assent to what is so 
obviously a flagrant breach of faith? It 
is always said that there are two seérv- 
ices in Russia, the diplomatic and the 
consular, and that the latter are able to 
ignore the undertakings of the former. 
Since, however, the proposals and ap- 
pointments made by the Russian repre- 
sentatives in Persia are ratified by the 
ministers at St. Petersburg, it is diffi- 
cult for Persians to believe that Russian 
policy today has changed from what it 
was in the past, and the universal feel- 
ing is that it is still the intention of 
Russia to penetrate, gradually but cer- 
tainly, into northern Persia, until the 
whole of that section of the country is 
entirely under Russian control. The his- 
tory of the government of the Tzar, with 
respect to Persia, consists mainly of 
promises made and as readily broken. 
Not long ago, Russia promised to give 
her support to the Persian government, 
and to assist it in reestablishing order 
throughout the country, if it, in turn, 
would conform its policy to the Anglo- 
Russian agreement of 1907. To this the 
Persian cabinet agreed, on the distinct 
understanding that the Russian troops 
should be withdrawn. The troops are, 
however, still there. 

Faced by the immutable and persistent 
policy of Russia, every Persian who has 
the interest. of his country at heart is

It has now been practically 
admitted that the ex-Shah returned to 
Persia last year with the support of 
Russia, and it may be said that, should 
he succeed in establishing himself in 
Persia, he will be there as a Russian 
viceroy. This view is justified by the 
fact that the partizans of Mohamed Ali 
receive open support from Russia, 
although it may not be tomorrow, ‘or 
within the next few weeks, it would ap- 
pear that, before long, the ex-Shah will 
make another attempt to return to 
Teheran. 

It would be, perhaps, impossible to 
find a stronger side-light on the present 
political situation than the fact that 
Sir Edward gravely told the House of 
Commons that possibly the best thing 
that could happen for the United '\ing- 
dom would be that a Persian railway 
system shculd not come into being. 
this system could come into being simply 
as an adjunct to commerce, all would 
be’ well, but Sir Edward clearly sees that 
a Persian railway system, from

It is obvious that nothing assists so 
much in the development of any country 
as the constriction of a railway, for by 
its means, commerce is increased and 
education spread. Persia is, however, 
very naturally anxious to have complete 
control of the line.- She desires to ob- 
tain a railway loan, and to engage compe- 
tent European engineers, who,would con- 
struct a system which would ultimately 
be run under Persian administration. So 
far, the Persian government has not been 
approached by the international commit- 
tee appointed to consider the question. 

In the meantime, the Persian govern- 
ment is déing all in its power to carry 
on the affairs of the country in a satis- 
factory manner. The gendarmerie is be- 
fing established, and a number of Swed- 
ish officers, some 12 in all, have been} 
appointed as instructors. Schools have 


men are trained for tle service, and, 
the short “time ‘since the matter bi 
taken in hand, some 1500 :to 2000 gen- 
darmes have been drilled and enlisted. 
This number is still imereasing, for re- 
cruits are being obtained in Bushire and 
other districts, added to which the Per- 
sian officers are themselves rapidly be- 
coming ‘efficient.

That interest in horticulture in~ the 
United’ States is on the ~increase and 
that Boston is progressing rapidly along § 
these lines was declared today by. John : 
K. M. L,’ Farquhar, local hortieultur- | 
ist, who was a judge at the recent royal | 
“international horticultural exhibition . 
held in London. This exhibition was | 
the second of a similar magnitude held 
since 1866, when the opening of the 
Crystal palace was marked by one of 
the greatest horticultural exhibitions 


ever held in Europe. Exhibits there 
covered an area of 15 acres, about one 
third of which was under canvas. One 
of the \largest tents was 650x350 feet, 
each country having its own tent. The 
orchid tent, Mr. Farquhar says, was 
specially constructed double thick and 
heated by hot water pipes. 

There were exhibits from all the Eu- 
ropean countries, India, Japan, Austra- 
lia, New Zealand, Canada and the’ 
United States. Australia and New 
Zealand exhibited together in one tent, 
‘but Holland had its own tent, as did 
| Belgium, Japan, Canada and other coun- 
tries.

HE most important legislation in 
the twenty-eighth Imperial Diet 
included a bill introduced bythe ad- 
ministration to reform the laws 
regulating the election of national repre- 
sentatives; a resolution outlining the ad- 
ministration policy with reference to the 
Chinese revolution and one announcing 
the government’s attitude on Japanese 
, Immigration to and naturalization in, the 


institutions. “The present attempt,” ac- 
cording to the minister, “is to institute 
peace and harmony among the different 
religions and between them and the 
state.” In the House of Representatives 
the members spoke of a rather pathetic 
situation of the empire when they said: 
“In Europe and in America there is what 
may be called the state religion, a cir- 
cumstance which helps greatly in uplift- 
ing the tone of individuality spiritually. 
In our country, outside of school educa- 
tion, there is scarcely any code of ethics 
that shapes the development of the peo- 
ple’s spirituality.” The department of 
education in the meantime by its vice- 
minister, Fukuhara, made its official po- 
sition clear: “The education depart- 
ment,” said the vice-minister, “is and 
has always been strictly independent, the 
foundation of our national ethics is de- 
rived from, coexistent with and subser- 
vient to the imperial edict relating to 
education.” This view, it was pointed 
out, allowed no subterfuge. Even the 
religious schools are allowed to exist in 
Japan only when they uphold this prin- 
ciple. 


Religious Conference 


With the conference of educators and 
the assembly of the followers of the three 
religions, together with the investiga- 
tions of the Diet, there was much that 
was worth debating throughout the coun- 
try. Nothing tangible, however, was done 
by the three religions, nor by the Diet, 
nor by the administration, except that it 
was decided to meet again. After analyz- 
ing all that was said pro and con and 
seeking the essence of the situation we 
may perceive the following salutary re- 
sults of the conference: 

(1) The government’s summons of 
representatives of the Christian, Budd- 
hist and Shinto religions virtually abro- 
gated the executive function of the min- 
ister of home affairs, who heretofore had 
the appointing of superintendents of th 
Buddhist and Shinto religions. | 

(2) The educators of the country 
were forced to recognize that they can- 
not insure a reverence for the imperial 
edict among the graduates of the public 
or other schools after they have finished 
the six years of compulsory public edu- 
cation, 

(3) Among the religionists them- 
selves the new thought has arisen or will 
soon arise, that the three religions, par-

CUSTOM REGULATIONS 
TRAVELERS SHOULD KNOW 


Passengers on steamers bound for the United States will receiva a 
sheet of paper containing two forms of declaration. The one in black is 
for citizens of the United States; the one in red for non-residents. The law 
provides that citizens of the United States may bring in articles valued 
under $100, but there are restrictions relating to thie which should be 
carefully mwoted, The following instructions are taken from the leaflet fur- 
nished by the treasury department. If in doubt regarding the meaning of 
any clause in the declaration or instructions the purser will explain, 

Residents of the United States must declare all articles which have 
been obtained abroad by purchase or otherwise. 

Articles taken from the United States and remodeled, repaired, or im- 
proved abroad must be declared, and the cost of such remodeling, repairing, 
or improving must be separately stated. 

The following articles are dutiable: 

Household effects, including books, pictures, furniture, tableware, table 
linen, bed linen, and other similar articles, unless used abroad by the owner 
for a period of a year or more, 

Goods in the piece. 

Articles of any nature intended for sale, or for other persons, 

The following articles are free if under $100 in value and if necessary 
for comfort and convenience for the purpose of the journey, and not for 
sale nor for other persons: 

Clothing. 

Toilet articles, such as combs, brushes, soaps, cosmetics, shaving and 
manicure sets, etc. 

Personal adornment, jewelry, e te., and cameras, musical instruments, ete. 

Clothing and other personal effects taken out of the United States by 
the passenger if not increased in value or improved in condition while 
abroad. If increased in value or improved in condition, they are dutiable 
on the cost of the repairs. 


NON-RESIDENTS : 

Non-residents of the United States are entitled to bring in free of 
duty, without regarc to the $100 exemption, such articles as are in the 
nature of wearing apparel, articles of personal adornment, toilet articles, 
and similar personal effects, necessary and appropriate for their wear and 
use for the purpose of the journey and present comfort and convenience 
and which are no’ intended for other persons or for sale.

‘The reorganization of the election. law 
for representatives was introduced by 
the government committee in the House 
of Representatives. In. the bill Minister 
Hara of home affairs attempted to estab- 
lish the district system of electing mem- 
bers. The opposition party’s contention 
was based mainly on the impeachment 
that the administration, representing the 
leading political party, Seiyukai, sought 
to change the law so as to inerease and 
perpetuate its power after this year’s 
general election. Be that as it may, the 
representatives of the first Imperial Diet 
about 20 years ago were elected under the 
law which was submitted to electors 
along with the constitution, The first 
election law was the single member dis- 
trict system. The experience proved that 
the representative, because selected from 
a narrow territory was as often illiterate 
as not and was as likely to be a person 
of local ancestral prestige as a man with 
the desired qualifications. The single 
member district system was replaced 10 
years later by the present general elec- 
tion system, which has since ruled the 
country. The author was Mr. Hayashida, 
present chief secretary of the Imperial 
Diet. | 

The new reform bill was passed by an 
overwhelming majority in the House of 
Representatives, on the ground that un- 
der the district system the electors are 
more personally interested and more ac- 
curately informed as to the merits of the 
eandidate than under the present law. 
But the House of Peers was patiently 
waiting its chance to veto the bill, or 
rather, to insert in it an amendment 
which preserved the present general elec- 
tion law. With an overwhelming major- 
itv the Peers killed the administration 
bill, perhaps for good. In the meantime 
Jeiichi Sugita, former speaker of the 
House of Representatives and one of the 
leaders of the leading party, Seiyukai, 
and Soroku Ebara, also a prominent 
member of the same party, and both 
members of the present House, were ap- 
pointed by the Emperor as members of 
the House of Peers in recognition of 
meritorious services. 


Chinese Revolution 


The Chinese revolution has occupied 
the minds of Japanese solons considera- 
bly, nearly every member of the House 
of Representatives being personally ac- 
quainted with the Chinese leaders either 
among the imperialists or revolutionists. 
The balance of the appropriation for at- 
tendance at the International Parliamen- 
tary Union was used in sending to the 
seat of the Chinese revolution the three 
representatives, Fukudo, Takekoshi and 
Matsuinoto. The administration’s policy 
toward the crisis in China was always 
plain but was made even more 60 by the 
statement of Viscount Uchida, the min- 
ister of foreign affairs.

RATIONAL GOLF

Every now and again we come across 
'some article either for or against bogie 


competitions; generally . antagonistic 
ones. Among the best writers on golf 
this form of play. is far from popular 


and A. C. Croome is-no exception when 


in the Morning Post he tells us that) 
he never received a more severe shock 
than. when he picked up an article en- 
titled “An Appreciation of Bogey” by | 
Horace C. Hutchinson. Mr. Croome 
goes on to say: It was avast relief 
to discover early in the reading of his 
article that what the giant among crit- 
ical writers on golf is prepared to ap- 
preciate is not bogey, but. a non-exist- 
ent thing, a well-set scratel score. Grant- 
ing Mr. Hutchinson’s. premises, it is im- 
possible not to agree with his conelusion, 
which is that when it is desired to test 
in a short time the rélative abilities of 
many competitors for’a prize, the most 
searching and fairest ordeal to which 
they can be subjected would be provided 
by making.them play two rounds against 
this creature of a dream, a well-set bo- 
gey. The difficulties in the way of real- 
izing Mr. Hutehinson’s ideal are in- 
superable. :™ 

Standards at golf, as-in other human 
affairs, are not constant. - Therefore, we 
are always in danger of speaking in rela- 
tive terms of things which should be 
absolute. A well-set bogey score for a 
given hole would be the figure at which 
a serateh golfer hitting his ball clean, 
amd requiring two putts, neither more nor 
less, will take it under reasonable condi- 
tions. Let us take one by one the terms 
used in this definition, and examine them. 
We shall find that only one of them, 
“two putts,” is capable of varying in 
meaning, What is a serateh golfer, what 
is clean hitting, what are reasonable con- 
ditions of weather? The last is obvi- 
ously a loose phrase, as the particulariza- 
tions of it must be. I have heard one 
boast hugely of carrying the burn at 
Westward Hol—distance 90 yards— 
“against the wind” with his opening tee- 
shot, At Muirfield Ray excited admira- 
tion by driving on to a green distant a 
furlong and a half “against the wind,” 
There is no such disparity between the 
hitting powers of the open champion and 
the obscure Devonian amateur as is im- 
plied by the difference between the figures 
90 and 350, Until we have that amount 
of energy proper to be developed by a 
scratch golfer hitting a full swipe set 
down in terms of foot-pounds and the 
limits within which the foree of a wind 


ean be considered “reasonable” similarly 
expressed, it is impossible to set bogey 
scores well for all holes. 

Again, who shall say what a scratch 
player is? An epigram has described 


loses his matches, A shrewd observer, 
|'who possesses a singularly catholic ex- 
| perience, has noted that when a golfer 
| handicapped at scratch begins to play 
i better than those who receive two or 
| three strokes he is immediately put to 
‘owe something. No doubt there is 
|certain amount of exaggeration in these 
‘and similar statements, but the simple 
fact that they are commonly made makes 
|“seratch”. something other than a reaily 
honorific title. Cleanness in hitting is 
another term which is by no means ab- 
solute. Its meaning varies with the in- 
finite numbers of its users. Many a 
man daily’ claims to have hit his 
quite clean when the result of his shot 
is very different from what it was in- 
tended to be. Obviously his meaning is 
not that of Vardon when he admits that 
he really hit that one. The well-set 
Bogey, which Mr. Hutchinson desires, 
would go round in a score to which 
neither Ray nor any of his predecessors 
could give much start, and yet the pres- 
ent imaginary and ill-named opponent 
of many misguided players is supposed 
to be a scratch player, hitting clean, but 
enjoying no luck, good or bad. I have 
never been able to accept this definition. 

Bogey takes five over many holes 
which a respectable golfer can reach with 
a drive and a firm iron-shot. I do not 
say that he always does it: the point 
is that he can, unless he misses, I claim 
the right to argue that Bogey puffs his 
tee shot, but escapes trouble, tries to 
get home with a brassie and tops, to 
lie just short of a bunker, scuffles his 
little pitch to the farthest and widest 
corner of the green, is short with hia 
firat putt—he has never got a long one 
down, and, therefore, can never have 
been up to the hole--and finally sees 
his ball, after starting crooked from his 
fifth stroke, enter the hole to the back 
door off a convenient worm-cast, The 
annoying thing is that we not infre- 
quently lose a hole to one of these dis- 
reputable fives. No doubt it affords some 
consolation to a golfer so circumstanced 
if he can say that after all he has but 
lost a hole to “a scratch player hitting 
clean, but enjoying no luck, good or evil,” 
Unfortunately it needs considerable 
powers of self-deception to enable a man 
to make such a statement,

N the first article of this series it 
| was shown that from 25 to 75 per cent 
of the cost of living goes to transporta- 
tion; that water transportation is about 
one tenth the cost of that by railroad, 
generally speaking, and that, therefore, 
the former was to be encouraged in 
every possible manner. 

A typical instance was given in the 
ease of a ton of hard coal which the 
railroads charge $3.50 to bring from 
Buffalo to Chicago, and which the boats 
varry for 40 cents. Similar statistics 
could be multiplied indefinitely. 

The pertinent question then arises: 
If water is so much cheaper and better 
than rail, why is it that the best has 
not survived? Why has the rail se- 
cured virtually all of the transportation 
business worth having? To answer this 
fully would involve a detailed discus- 
sion of railroad history which is not 
desirable at this time. It may be an- 
swered briefly thus—the railroad sys- 
tem is organized, the water method is 
not. One is systematic, the other hap- 
nazard. One has behind it millions of

capital, the best minds in America, care- 


ful system and organized cooperation. 


The waters are free highways. They 
are everybody’s business and, therefore, 
nobody’s business, The government has 
spent millions to improve them under 
the old “pork barrel” method that was 
little better than waste. This may ac- 
count for the situation in part. 


The short-sighted policy of some of 
the railroads will complete the explana- 
tion of this point. Some learn too late 
that an injustice or an unfair advantage 
is bound in the long run to injure even 
the one who has forced it.. In the early 
days of railroading it was thought that 
to succeed the railfoads must obtain a 
virtual monopoly of the freight busi- 
ness. Therefore certain of them pro- 
ceeded to obtain rights of way along 
the lakes and water courses at various 
places where access to navigation might 
be had, to cut it off and to interfere 
with it. 


This state of affairs may be seen at 


any important port on the Great lakes, 
at Boston and Los Angeles and scores of

How much better will the rails 
fulfil their proper function and act as 
feeders from the great ports into the 
interior, the boundless interior where no 
boat can go! 

Instead of miles upon miles of con- 
gested tracks, car shortage confusion, 
delay and ruinous expense to the whole 
country, there will be ample delivery, 
cheap transportation, cheaper living, no 
wasted effort, prosperity, development 
and cooperation between rail and water.

These are many and of great va- 
riety, from the clamshell dredge for un- 
loading ore boats, to a traveling belt for 
disposing of coal cargoes. 

Adequate terminal facilities at the 
point of final delivery are the chief 
requisites of good water transportation. 
[ will close this instalment with a case 
in point. The By-products Coke Corpora- 
tion has a plant near South Chicago. The 
coal is obtained from West Virginia. It 
is not much farther by rail to Chicago 
than to Toledo, but the rail rates are 
such that this company ships its coal 
from West Virginia to Toledo by rail, 
there with the most improved devices 
transfers it to a large lake vessel and 
brings it all around the chain of Lakes 
Erie, St. Clair, Huron and Michigan, 
probably more than 500 miles farther 
than the most direct route, and regard- 
less of this saves 15 cents a ton on the 
haul. This on two boats a week of 
10,000 tons each is a tidy saving of 
$3000 per week during the navigation 
season.

The strike among the dock workers at 
London tied up all traffic and immense 
amounts of merchandise destined for 
Boston . have accumulated on ‘the 
wharves. The steamer will arrive here 
about Aug. 2 and will be hastily dis- 
charged and sent back to help relieve 
congestion 


Fresh fish was scarce at T wharf to- 
day with only seven vessels in, all but 
one having groundfish, and the other 
swordfish.

When a fish passes near the vessel or one 
of the dories, whoever sees it hastily 
secures his “iron.” Thus no chance for 
extra profit -is let pass. The Sylvia 
arrived at T wharf today with 45,900 
pounds of groundfish and 10 swordfish.

Richard Tobin, was shiftinig from one 
side of T wharf to the other last eve- 
ning she collided with the schooner 
Gladys,and Nellie, Capt. Frank Watts, 
which, was tiéd up at the pier.

LONDON IRREGULAR 


Specialties were prominent in the 
trading during the early part of today’s 
session of the’'New York stock market.

_ WESTERN ROADS ENCOURAGED 
BY OUTLOOK FOR BUSINESS 


General Movement of Freight Keeps up Surprisingly 


Well—Preparations Are Being Made for Market-| 


ing Crops—Passenger 


Travel Heavy 


CHICAGO — Traffic officials of the 
western railroads are rather enthusiastic 
over the outlook for business. They 
are also somewhat surprised at the way 
the general movement of freight keeps 
up. It is the diversified character of 
the business which gives them the be- 
lief that there is a substantial gain in 
all lines of business which has come 
to stay. Some of the roads say there 
is now a larger movement of iron and 
steel than they have had for many 
months and with the mills al] booming 
they expect to see the tonnage grow. 

Business on the whole seems to have 
had an important stimulus on'account of 
the revival of the former activity in the 
stee] industry and by the fact that the 
crops of the country promise to be large 
and of fine quality. In spite.of the 
political uncertainties the period of hesi- 
tation seems to have passed and confi- 
dence restored. 

While the movement of grain from the 
farms to the distributing points is mod- 
erate, preparations are being made to 
market a large volume of new wheat 
from the Southwest. Weather condi- 


tions have been favorable for. hauling |* 
and marketing and_railroad officials are | 


looking forward for a heavy tonnage of 
this kind in the near future. The farm- 
ing element throughout the West is now 
calling upon the interior merchants for 
liberal supplies of various commodities 
as a result of the fine yields of winter 
wheat in districts where harvest has 
been completed and because of the ex- 
cellent quality of the grain.

All of the western iron and steel mills 
are working under pressure and there is 
increased difficulty in securing delivery 
on plates and structural material and 
the stronger conditions in the pig iron 
market continue to attract interest of 
buyers of these commodities in the West. 
The demand on the mills for all finished 
material is at a higher rate and it is 
becoming impossible to place structural 
business for early delivery because of the 
activity in the building trade and the 
increased demands for fabricated steel. 


The rail requirements of western roads. 


are far from being filled and the present 
situation remains very satisfactory, 
although the mills are unable to take 
business for the remainder of the year. 
Western producers are still firm in their 
refusal to consider business for 1913 
either at present prices or at an advance. 
New business in sheets continues to 
develop at a very satisfactory rate and 
the tonnage specifications is mueh 
heavier. There has been an increased 
demand for agricultural wire and a 
liberal inerease in the inquiry for other 
products of this department. 

Passenger travel is heavy on all of the

that Europe is now enjoying an unpre- 
cedented period of prosperity, with steel 
prices several dollars a ton higher than 
they are here. W. E. Corey holds to 
opinion that a drastic reduction in steel 
duties will not hurt the steel industry 
in the least; but other experienced steel 
producers take an opposite view. Charles 
M. Schwab, for example, remarked on 
his return from Europe that if the duty 
on steel was eliminated: Bethlehem Steel 
would have to go out of business. Nat- 
urally the eastern steel companies would 
be hit harder than the western—steel 
companies, due to the fact that the latter 
would have the advantage of the freight 
differential on imported steel between the 
Atlantic seaboard and western points. 
This applies in particular to the Illinois 
Steel Company and the Indiana Steel 
Company, which can:produce at least 
4,500,000 tons of steel a year. Then,’ 
again, the Steel Corporation is erecting

The same general tendency in hide 
prices existed through most of 1910 and 
1911, but the tanners were then so over- 
stocked with leather that they could not 
advance prices in keeping with the up- 
ward movement in hides. Today there 
is only a normal stock of manufactured 
goods on hand, and the making of prices 
is in the hands of the sellers. 

Even with the remarkable upward

‘higher hide costs. That there is a profit 
is due to the fact that leather being sold | 
is coming from lower cost hides. “On a 
replacement basis, the tanners coulc not 
quite get out whole. But the four to 
six months’ interval between buying the 
hids and selling the leather gives leeway 
for fu: ther advances. It is the basis for 
the emphatic prediction of leading sole 
leather tanners that we shall see 40-cent 
leather tefore Dec, 1.- 

One remarkable charge is oveing 
worked out in Central Leather which is 
bound sooner or later to impr: ve the in- 
vestment position of its $33,299,050 pre- 
ferred. This is the practical elimination 
of all floating debt. At the end of the

of all floating debt. In fact it is more 
than probable that Central Le-ther will 
have by Dec.-31 a cash surplus of several 
millions. which it will be loaning on the 
street direct or through its banks. 

This radical change is due to the al- 
tered selling policy.

years ago. A smaller stock means less 
money tied up, smaller insurance rates, 
less loss of interest and an approxima- 
tion of customary commercial conditions 
in a great business.

MINISTER OF LABOR 


IN FRANGE SPEAKS 
PUR HIGHER JUSTICE 


M. Bourgeois Calls on Work- 


ingmen to Abolish Strikes 


| 


—Need of Pension Legisla-| 


tion Called Him to Office 


SEEKS COOPERATION 


(Special to the Monitor) 

PARIS, France—The surprise of the 
‘country on .finding M. Leon Bourgeois’ 
name included in the present- French cab- 
inet was immense. This minister who 
has accepted the Labor portfolio ‘is one 
of the most eminent of Frenchmen. He 
is regarded as one of the foremost inter- 
nationalists of the age and has already 
occupied some of the highest positions 
in public life; having amongst other im- 
portant missions been appointed to repre- 
sent France at the first peace conference 
at The Hague. 

When he joined the Poincare cabinet 
those who knew the personal sacrifice he 
made to enter again into public life were 
all asking what had induced him to join 
and especially why he had been willing 
to accépt the office of minister of Labor. 
The explanation of the mystery has just 
been given by M. Bourgeois himself at 
the final meeting of the congress of the 
“Societe Mutualistes” (Friendly Societies) 
of Normandy held at. Caen, when he de- 
livered a speech remarkable for the lofti- 
ness of its tone and the soundness of its 
principles before some 3000 workmen on 
the subject of social reform. 

After dealing at length with the hours 
of labor and the organization desirable 
for the betterment of all labor conditions 
generally, he stated that in his opinion 
this was to be accomplished mainly by 
preventative measures and by improved 
facilities for technical education. 

M. Bourgeois then proceeded to deal 
with the question of strikes which he de- 
scribed as a more cruel form of evil than 
all others. Speaking amidst breathless 
silence and with great emotion he said 
that strikes were nothing more or less 
than civil war between two forces which 
had nevertheless equal need of each other, 
and whose interests were the same, and 
whom nothing but justice could reconcile. 
We should remember, he said, that the 
time for brutality and violence was at 
an end, and that the preservation of 
man’s rights could only be assured on 
the basis of justice and that whether 
between the citizens of a nation or be- 
tween nations themselves it was upon 
the law of justice intelligently under- 
stood and accepted that security and 
peace could alone be established.

The speaker concluded by saying: 
“Let us work together to create a new 
city; let us lay together the foundations 
of this city of the future. Its law must 
be a law of harmony, the development 
of each member of every group must 
harmonize with that entire group, the 
exchange of labor must be equitable 
through the acceptance of the principle 
of mutual division of benefits and risks, 
and above all every idea of fatality must 
be eliminated, so that all feelings of 
hate might be excluded and the idea of 
mutual justice alone satisfied.” 

Justice, he said, was the last word of 
social science and the sowing of the seeds 
of peace, “Let us learn,” he added, “how 
to give to mankind through foresight 
and unity of purpose the largest measure 
of justice possible and we shall obtain 
for our own country the certainty of 
peace.” 

The speech has produced much com- 
ment in Parliamentary circles and is 
regarded as the attitude of the govern- 
ment, expressed through M. Bourgeois, 
toward this immensely difficult social 
question. It is somewhat similar in 
spirit to that of electoral reform and it 
is considered that for the first time there 
is an endeavor of a serious character on 
the part of the government to tackle the 
question and endeavor at any rate to 
ameliorate the present social conditions 
even if they do not succeed in solving 
the whole problem of social reform.

Next came an attack by two divisions 
of destroyers, each. consisting of four 
boats. This was interesting as showing 
how torpedoes are fired from their tubes. 
Tugs then conveyed the visitors back to 
the Armadale Castle, and it commenced 
to rain. The liner then weighed anchor 
and proceeded to the southeast, dropping 
anchor not far from the Warner light- 
ship. 

About 5 o’clock the fleet moved out in 
procession to sea, the Lion leading the 


‘cruiser squadrons in single column, the 


Thunderer leading the starboard column, 
the Neptune the -port column. Before 
the last of the battleships passed, the 
leading cruisers were out of sight. The 
Armadale Castle weighed anchor about 
6 p. m., owing to the necessity of catch- 
ing trains at Southampton, and kept 
passing the departing squadrons up till 
nearly 7 oclock. This stately proces- 
sion of the fleets to sea for maneuvers 
was a deeply impressive spectacle, and 
fittingly brought a most successful day 
to a conclusion.

true that bands of well-armed men have 
crossed the frontier, and have attempted 
to take possession of certain roads and 
villages. These attempts hawe, however, 
failed, and the Royalists have been 
routed and driven back into Spain. 

The attitude of the Spanish govern- 
ment in this, as well as in previous ep- 
isodes of a similar nature, has given rise 
to a feeling of resentment and bitterness 
in Portugal, for definite promises had 
been given that it would assist the Port- 
uguese government in preventing the 
assembling of armed bodies of men on 
Spanish territory. A promise had also 
been made that those who fled into 
Spain would be disarmed, and that no 
one should be permitted to accumulate 
arms in the neighborhood of the frontier. 
It is clear that bands, whether-of well- 
drilled soldiers or of ne’er-do-weels, 
could not possibly be assembled without 
the knowledge of the Spanish authorities, 
and it is the fact that Spain has not 
been true to her promise which has 
caused so much ill feeling in Portugal. 

With regard to the policy of attempt- 
ing to invade Portugal at the present 
moment, it is considered to be a sign

The 
Portuguese troops are at one disadvan- 
tage since the Royalists do not hesitate 
to fire across the frontier, whilst the 
Portuguese troops are frequently unable 
to return this fire, since their shell would 
fall on Spanish territory, and this might 
possibly lead to international complica- 
tions. A great number of the Royalists 
engaged in the recent attacks consist of 
priests, who urge on the mercenary 
bands, but it is maintained that if it 
were not for what’ amounts to the sup- 
port of the Spanish government, there 
would be no further trouble, either from 
these priests, or from such men as Cap- 
tain Conceiro and Lieutenant Sepulveda. 

Another phase of the campaign against 
the Portuguese government has been the 
persistent attempt to exaggerate the con- 
ditions of the prisons. If the stories 
which are told are true, these prisons 
would begin to approach those of Naples 
at the time of the famous visit of Mr. 
Gladstone. As a matter of fact, the 
Portuguese prisons compare not unfa- 
vorably with those of the rest of Eu- 
rope, and we have the privilege of pro- 
ducing two photographs of them, in con- 
nection with this article. 

One of these, Trefaria, is the prison 
where the cells are declared to be below 
the level of the water. .To be quite ac- 
curate, there is no cell in it below the 
level of the embankment, that is to say, 
they are all considerably above water 
level. The other photograph represents 
an ordinary cell, which, as far as com- 
fort goes, is probably superior to many 
in every other country in Europe. Whilst 
as for the stories of over-crowding, they 
were completely disposed of some time 
ago by the British ambassador, as a re- 
sult of a personal visit, and have really 
no foundation at all. If the truth were 
told, most prisoners, all over the world, 
would rather be kept two or three in a 
cell than subjected to solitary confine- 
ment. : 

Supposing, however, that the prisons 
deserved every word which has been said 
of them, they are the product of the 
very forces which are now endeavoring 
to overturn the new government; and 
all that can be urged against the gov- 
ernment of today is that, in the few 
months which have elapsed since the 
revolution it has not entirely remodeled 
a system which satisfied its predecessors 
for a century and more.

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CFENTURY-OLD SHIP AFTER 
SEA LIONS IN INDIAN OCEAN 


(Special to the Monitor) 
DURBAN, South Africa—The ketch, 
the Seal, is one of the oldest 
ships on the Board of Trade register, and 


which 


is certainly one of the oldest ships reg- 
istered in England, arrived at Durban 


on June 14, after a voyage of 144 days. 
It sailed from Appledore on Jan. 22, 
and after encountering very rough 
weather has anchored safely in Durban 
harbor. 

The ketch is only 33 tons register, and 
is commanded by Captain Reinertson, a 
Norwegian. The course set by him’ was 
westward to the Brazilian coast, and 
then eastward, across the Atlantic and 
around the cape. The object of the 
voyage is to hufit sea lions in the Indian 
ocean. 

The Seal was built at Southampton 
in 1810, of teak, with copper bolts. She 
has been occupied in innumerable capac- 
ities, and wp to the time of her recent 


purchase was known as the Purveyor. 
Sixty years ago she was driven ashore 
near Southampton, and lay for weeks in 
a field, until she was finally got off. 
The rates demanded for her at Lloyds 
were prohibitive, amounting to from 
8 to 20 guineas per cent for total loss. 

It is, perhaps, fitting that the vessel 
should have sailed from Appledore, for 
it was from here that Drake drew many 
of his men, when, some three and a 
half centuries ago, he made his famous 
voyage round the world. His flagship, 
the Pelican, Was only 100 tons, whilst 
that of his vice-admiral, Winter, was 80. 
Besides these, was the Swan, 50; the 
Marigold, 30; and the Christopher, 
50. The Pelican alone rounded the 
Horn, and, having sacked the Spanish 
Indies, returned through the Indian 
ocean. Drake did not catch sea lions in 
the Indian ocean, but the Pelican was 
run ashore on a coral reef, from. which 
it. was got clear with some difficulty.

Recent disclosures as to cost of campaigns for the presidency, car- 
ried on by national committees of the two parties, put with such 
epistolary evidence as the public has had for some time anent the 
suis directly solicited by national officials and by campaign man- 
agers, all go to indicate that the combined cost of legitimate and 
illegitimate means employed runs up in the tens of millions. Legit- 
imate, inevitable, unescapable and large—judged by past standards 
— are the bills which party managers must face. Whereupon arises 
the inquiry, what 1s the best source of supply, ethically considered ? 
The many or the few? Those persons or corporations with par- 
ticular interests to be affected by national legislation or those donors 
whose giving is untainted by any hopes of gain other than those 
of a diffused and social sort? ‘The moralist has only one answer 
to queries of this kind. Hence he will rejoice at the tendency 
already visible in this campaign to seek a multiplicity of givers of 
small sums rather than comparatively few donors disgorging their 
plethora. Where a candidate can make this more popular appeal, 
with the capacity to evoke response to it, he has a decided advantage 
over a competitor who cannot. 

A democracy cannot safely permit conditions to afise which 
make it impossible, because of lack of funds, for candidates to 
emerge and run the political race.

What can he do toward bringing the price of the lobster down? 
What can he do toward bringing the lobster back to the plain peo- 
ple? He must learn, if he can, the cause of ‘the high cost of the 
lobster, and, having learned it, he must do what he can toward 
removing it. His course is a simple one. The lobster that used 
tc sell at the market for 10 cents in.its unprepared state, now brings 
from 50 to 75 cents, owing to the fact that the lobster haunts are 
being exhausted. The Legislature of the commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts, having large jurisdiction in the premises, some years 
ago enacted a law prohibiting the taking from the water of lobsters 
of a certain length, and the example was followed by other states 
concerned in lobster culture. This law, however, was not suffi- 
ciently exclusive. It has been held for some time by thoroughly 
qualified experts that the taking of lobsters froim,the water at the 
length legally specified prevents their proper multiplication. 

What seems to be the most. practical recommendation yet made 
with reference to this matter comes from Dr. George W. Field, 
chairman of the Massachusetts fish and game commission. It con- 
tains a remedy based upon. the sound theory that the way to prevent 
the taking of lobsters from the water during the egg-laying period 
is to supervise, inspect and regulate the construction of the traps. 
These shouldbe so constructed that lobster-fishers cannot take lob- 
éters of prohibited size from the water. Dr. Field recommends, 
in short, traps with slats set far enough apart to permit the escape 
of small lobsters and entrance rings which exclude the most val- 
uable breeding lobsters. ‘ : 

There is common sense in the theory that it will be easier for 
the state, or the sates, to supervise and regulate the traps than to 
supervise and regulate the catches. This plan has the additional 
advantage of being economical. The use of an illegal trap can be 
made a sufficient reason for depriving a lobster fisher of his license. 
If only what may be termed commercial lobsters can be trapped, 
the supply doubtless will soon be increased, and the man who likes 
Jobster need not deny himself the pleasure of ordering it on account 
of its high price. What he can do toward bringing about a lower 
price is to back up Chairman Field with moral and political influence.

There are 
unquestionable figures to.support Mr. Schell’s statement. © According 
to a report prepared last year by O. P. Austin, chief of the United 
States bureau of statistics, the horses\in the country in 1850 
numbered 4,336,719; in 1880, 11,201,800; in 1900, about the time 
the automobile was coming into general use, 13,537,424; ten years 
later, when the number of automobiles in use had been multiplied 
many times over, 21,040,000. That is to say, during the period in 
which the automobile was making’ its first great stride into popular 
favor, the number of horses in the United States increased by about 
§.000,000. 

More striking still are the census figures with regard to the 
value of horses and colts. In 1900 this was placed at about $1,250.- 
000,000; in 1910 it was placed at $2,076,297,828, or an increase in 
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the decade of over $800,000,000. One striking and pleasing fact, 
generally admitted by those who are students of the situation, is 
that the horses of the country are improving in quality.
